A Fournal of the Proceedings of the Army of the Allies 
in the Low Countries, to the 8th of May, 1745. 


The Enemy having affembled a very confiderable 
Body of Troops in Hainault, towards the End of April, 
and {eeming to intend to Mons or St. Guillain, 
his Royal Highnefs, and the Marfhal, and Prioce Wal- 
deck, General of the Dutch refolved to bring 
together the Army of the Allies, and ufed fuch Diligence, 





that great Part of the Forces it was to be com poled of, 


were aſſembled on the 27th agd 28th, and incamped at 
Anderiach, near Bruffels. They march’d from thence the 
3oth, and incamp’d in order of Battle, for the firft Time, 
at Halle, where they continued the iſt of May. 

The 2d the Army marched to Soignois; the Weather 
was fo very’ wet and qwindy, thet it was paft Three 
o’Clock im the Morning before fome of the Baggage 
reach’d the Camp. The bad Weather, and the Fatigue 
of the March inthe Morning, did not, however, hinder 
his Royal Highoefs, accompanied by the Mafthal, from 
taking a View of the Campy and vifiting the grand 
Guard; in the Pofition of which they made fome Al- 
terations, and pofted lofantry on the Right and Left in 
fach Pofts as were properly firuated, for the greater 
Safety in that ftrong Woody Country. The Army was 
reinforced there by Five Battalions, and Six Squadrons of 
the Lefer Wing, drawn from the Garifon of Mons, and 
by a Battalion of the Prince of Orange from Holland, 
the Auftrien Squadrons of Schum Lignes, and by 
the Huflars and free Companies which formed the Chain 
during the Winter, for the Security of the Frontier. 

The cifferent Motions which the Enemy hed been a 
long Time making, made it impoflible to judge what 
thew true Defigns were; for, after having exa&ted 
Quantities of Provilions and Forage from the Viloges 
ot Hainault, they at once quitted that Province, leaving 
only a Body of 4000 Men, chiefly Horfe, at Luefe, and 
marched towards Tournay, where they have polled thefe 
Eight Days, in ſuch a Manner, that the Town has been 
block’d up from that Time, and the Trenches were 
open’d before it in the Night of the 3oth of April.

Sy Exprefs arrived 
from the Army 1n Flanders, usder the Command of his 
Royal Higbnefs the Duke, with the following Account. 
Camp at Asth, May 12. Yelterday, about Two of 
the Clock im the Morning, the whole Acmy marched 
from the Camp at Bruffoel, to attack that of the Enemy 
near Tournay, which was polled between the Chiulee 
of Acth and the Schelde. The Infantry was formed in 
two Lines before the Eacmy’s Camp between Three and 
Four; but as the Horfe who werg to fupport them had 
fome Defiles to pals, they could not be in Readinefs ſo 
foon ; fo that the whole Army did not move to the At- 
tack til about Seven; and im this Interval of Time, the 
lofantry was expofed to a moft furious Cannonade. The 
Right Wing however advanced with great Refojution, 
ana gained Ground of the Enemy; but being continually 
gall’d by the Fire of Batteries in the Front, and of Re- 
doubts in the Flanks, and alfo of a very {mart and con- 
tinual Difcharge of Smail Arms, they conld not main 


} coun the Ground they had got, but were obliged to re- 


tire. They rallied twice, but without Eff ; fo chat ic 
was judged neceffary, about One o’Clock, that the Army 
fhould retreat ; and it was done with fo good Order and 
Countenance, that the Eaemy did not attempt to give 
us any Difturbance ; and the Army, with its Baggage, 
is now encamped near Acth. We do oot know that 
we have loft any Colours or Standards; but we have 
taken one Standard. There has been a very coofiter- 
able LofS, a5 well of Officers as common Soldiers, eſpe- 
cially of che Right Wiog ; and the Firt Regiment of 
Guards, in particular, has fuff-r’d very much. Lieutenant- 
General Sir James Campbel has lof his Lez by a Cannon 
Shot ; Major-General Poofonby is kiil'd ; the Earl of An- 
cram and Lord Cathcart, Aides de Camp to his — 
Highnefs, are wounded, bur it is hoped not dangeroutfly. 
The Fire lated trom Five in the Morning till One in the 
Afternoon; during which Time, his Royal Highncfs 
was conftantly in the Heat of rhe Action, encouraging 
the Meo, rallying them when broken, leading them to 
the Chaage, and, at the fame time, watching every 
Tura, and making every Difpolition that might pro- 
cure him any A¢vantage. His Royal Highnets has noc 
received the leaft Hurt.
